TALKS WITH CURLEY; 
ADDRESSES SENATE 

Mexico, now a "dangerous cesspool 
■whose communistic doctrines are Infect- 
ing the United States," .■should be forced 
to change its present policies as a pro- 
tection to thks couii:ry, Martin H. Car- 
niody, national head of the Knighls of 
, Columbus, declared yesterday after ad- 
dressinfr the .state Senate. He alfo con- 
ferred with Gov. Ciirley. 

Mr. Carmodv. who lives in Grand 
Rapids, Mich., and for the past eight 
years has been sui)reme l^nieht of the 
Knights of Columbus, said that he dif- 
fered with the pasilion of the American 
state department that reliRious persecu- 
tion and communistic policies in Mex- 
ico are purely an internal problem of 
that country and therefore did not call 
for intervention. 

SAYS U. S. MFK THREATENED 

"The first law of life." he said, "Is 
self-preservation and conditions in 
Mexico now threaten the life of this 
country, its institutions and Its prin- 
ciples. Conditions in Mexico do not 
concern that country alone. The dom- 
inating motif of Its government, its I 
schools, and its philosophy Is ftdre 
communi.stic than anything out of 
Russia. We could be .safe from the 
propaganda of Russia because an 
ocean divided us. But the philosophy 
and practices of Mexico, policies that 
fiatly'contradict every accepted Ameri- 
can principle of economics and gov- 
ernment, are .seeping northward over 
the Rio Grande. We cannot safely re- 
main indifferent to the situation." 

Mr. Carmody, who is tourJng the 
country .as part of "an internationaliza- 
tion mobilization campaign for Catholic 
action," declared that the ofTicc of the 
Knights of Columbus in Washington 
•nas in the pos.session of evidence whfch 
■would prove conclusively that the sit- 
uation in Mexico warranted action by 
the United States. This evidence he 
said would be presented to the United 
States Senate if the Senate foreign 
relations committee reported favorably 
on Senator Borah's resolution demand- 
ing an investigation of religious per- 
secution in Mexico and if the Senate 
then acted favorably on the commit- 
tee's report. 

SAYS ALL FAITHS STIRRED 

Sentiment favoring action by the 
■United Stat/cs government, he said, was 
not confined to Catholics. Baptists, 
Methodists, Presbyterians, and other 
denominations were as "shoclced by the 
denial of God and the sanctity of home 
and property" as were Catholics, he 
said. He characterized the statement 
that Mexico's difficulties were of pure- 
ly internal concern as "merely a blind." 

Mr. Carmody, a lawyer, delivered his 
opinion of the Mexican situation to. 
Gov. Curley, but the chief executive did 
not commit himself other than by sym 
pathetic demeanor. Instead he m- 
banely discussed the narcotic traffic, the 
state of American education, the late 
Charles "King^' Solomon, Samuel 
Adams, and the British in India. Fly- 
ing from one fu'Djecl to anoUier with 
a graceful flow of verbiage, he soon 
had Mr. Carmodv far from the original 
subject. 

Mr. Carmody, who was last night 
Gov. Curley's guest at a diiuier at the 
Hotel Statler, did not mention the Mex 
lean situation during a brief address to 
the state Senate. Here he merely paid 
compliment to W\4 commonwealth of 
Mas.sachusett.s and asserted that the 
worst of the depression was over. 

HITS SENTIMENTALITY 

Curley Refers to Kaminski Case 
In K. of C. .Speech 

Gov. Curley last night declared at a 
dinner at the Hott-i Statler for Martin 
H. Carmody, supreme knight of the 
Knights of Columbius, that that organ 
iration stood as a bulwark against such 
sentimentality as had prompted 500 to 
writx; and ask the Governor to com- 
mute the death sentence of Alexander 
Kaminski to life imprisonment. Kam 
inski was executed early today after 
having been found guilty of slaying a 
Jail guard during an escape. 

"They asked me," said the Governor, 
"to commute the death sentence of this 
man because he had an old father and 
fln old mother. With all due sympathy 
for his parents, nevertheless I point out 
that the slaying of the guard made a 
■nidow of his wife and made his three 
children fatherless. Perhaps they are 
deserving of some sympathy, too. 

"To conunute that sentence would be 
to defame the jury that found the man 
Ruilty and Insult the Judge who pro- 
nounced his sentence." 

Gov. Curley then told his audience of 
■B'elcoming at the State House yester- 
day Admiral Hobson. Spanish-American 
war hero, and said that the admiral 
had told him that the illegitimate drug 
traffic in the nation annually did a 
business of nine billioas of dollars 
_ "Perhaps that statement," he said, 
gives some clew as to why the nation's 
police departments are sometimes cor- 
.-upt. It may give some Idea of why 
I am desirous of making a change In 
the police commi.ssionership of Boston "

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CONNELLY OUT 
AS POSTMASTER 

Hurley Also Eliminated as 
Deadline Is Set for Appli- 
cations for Tests 



•WABHrNGTON, Feb. 18 (AP)— An 
unofflclal report came from the civil 
service" commission today tliat March 
12 had been set as the deadline for ap- 
pUcatlonsto take the examination for 
the Boston postmastership. 

Decision of the administration to 
order ftn examination for the Boston 
postmastership, one of the outstandnig 
postal offices in the country, 'atis inter- 
preted generally to mean that not only 
had^ the incumbent, William E. Hurley, 
been eliminated from consideration fori 
reappointment, but also Patrick Con- i 
nelly, brother of the former secretary t<) i 
Senator Walsh also had been discarded > 
as a possibility. 

SEE TAGUE'S CHANCES BRIGHTER 
Bay Staters in the capital, familiar 
with the patronnse situation within the 
present' admini.5tratlon, were out^ipoken 
in their belief that the decision to caU 
an examination enhanced the chances 
of Peter F. Taguo considerably. 

Behind this is one of the more inter- 
esting political stories of the present 
administration, brieflly this: 

William E. Hurley's commission as 
postmaster of Boston expued Feb. 5. 
Hurley, although regarded as a Repub- 
lican is a career man who started from 
the ranks, rase to assistant postmaster- 
ship and achieved his present position 
as head of the Boston postal district, 
only when civic organizations launched 
a drive to eliminate the Boston post- 
ma.stership from politics. 

Hurlev, as postma,ster, succeeded in 
maintaining the friendship of Demo- 
crats in Congress to such an extent that 
Senator Walsh of Massachusetts wa,s 
almost an open advocate of his re- 
tention. _ 

However, into the picture came Gov. 
Curley of Ma.esachasetts. advocaUng. 
BtfprtBtment of Peter F. Tague, a for- 
mer member of Congress, who w;us well 
acquainted with the Prc-iident when 
: the latter was assistant .secretary of the 
navy during the world war days. At 
one time, Tague's appointment appeared 
assured. Subsequently Senator Walsh 
was summoned to the White House for 
a conference on state patronage ana 
other matters, and immediately there- . 
after Tague's stock took a decided ; 
slump In the prediction of the poll- 1 
ticians. 

HURLEY, CONNOLLY OUT 
Even more recently word leaked out 
that Connelly, another career man but 
a Democrat, had been suggested as a 
po.'isible compromise candidate. 

With the examination assured and 
due to be announced officially tills week 
both Hurley and Connelly are eliminated 
from serious consideration for the post- 
mastership, as under the regulations 
neither is eligible to take the examina- 
tion, although either could have been 
appointed without examination.

L. Dolan & Co. As stated by Mr, 
Farnum before a single justice of the 
supreme court, large sums of money 
pa.ssed between Legal Securities Cor- 
poration and E. L. Dolan & Co. Dur-

Evidently an examination not only 
of Edmund L. Dolan and of the books 
of E. L. Dolan & Co. — if they can t>e 
found — but also an examination of 
Mr. Quinn and the other officers of 
Legal Securities Corporation and 
their boo'ts — if they can be found — is 
called for. 
At the .same time those strange cash 
deposits in round sums such as $5000 
and S40.000, referred to by Mr. Far- 
num in his statement, which appear 
in the bank account of E. L. Dolan 
& Co. should have the most careful 
scrutiny. 

And who were John F. Dever & 
Co., also with offices at the same ad- 
dress as E. L. Doian & Co., who 
from 1930 to 1933 shared with Legal 
Securities Corjxiration most of tiie 
bond purchases for the sinking ftmd? 
Certain it Ls that this firm is prac- 
tically unknown to the investing pub- 
lic. 

It Is a general rule both of law 
and ethics that a person who holds 
a position of trust should not deal 
with himself. An undisclosed deal- 
ing of this kind ts even more ob- 
.iectionahie. The city charter rec- 
ognizes thi.s rule. 

If we sit idly by and take no ac- 
tion, when we have rea.son to be- 
lieve t'nat our public officials have 
not been faithful to their trust, we 
invite laxity, if not wome. m the 
management of our affairs. 

On the other hand, if we go to I 
the bottom of all questionable trans- 
actions and iake action to prevent 
their recurrence, we thereby give no- 
tire that such things will not be 
tolerated. 

If the day ever comes when, with ■ 
.cmug indifference, the citizens of thisi 
fair citv suffer corruption or neglect f 
of duty to go unrebukert and un- 
remedied, then, truly pride will give 
way to shame. '

Infecting This Country 

Mexico, now a "dangerous cesspool 
whose communistic doctrines are infect- 
ing the United States." should be forced 
to change its present policies as a pro- 
tection to this coimtry. Martin H. Car- 
mody. national head of the Knights c' 
Columbus, declared yesterday after ad- 
dressing the state SJnate. He also con- 
ferred with Gov. Curley. 

Mr Carmody. who lives m Gran . 
Rapids. Mich., and for the past eigt 
vears has been supreme knight of the 
knight-s of Columbus, said that he du- 
fered with the position of the American 
state department that religious persecu- 
tion and communistic policies in Mex- 
I ico are pjrely an internal problem o. 
I that country and therefore did not can 
I for intervention. 

SATS V. S. LIFE THREATENED 
"The first law of life," he said, "is 
self-preservation and conditions in 
Mexico now threaten the life of this 
country, its institutions and its prin- 
ciples " Conditions in Mexico do not 
concern that country alone. The dom- 
inating motif of its govemm.ent, it.s 
schools, and its philosophy '^ more 
communistic than anything out ol 
Russia We could be safe from the 
OTopaganda of Russia because an 
ocean divided us. Bur the philosophy 
and practices of Mexico, policies thift 
flatly contradict every accepted Ameri- 
can' principle of economics and gov- 
ernm.ent are seeping northward over 
the Rio Grande. We cannot safely re- 
main indifferent to the situation." 

Mr. Carmody, who is touring the 
country a.s part of "an internationaliza- 
tion mobilization campaign for Catholic 
action," declared that the office of the 
Knights of Columbus in Washington 
was in the possession of evidence which 
would prove conclusively that the sit- ; 
uation in Mexico warranted action by I 
the Unites states. This evidence he ; 
said would be presented to the United ^ 
States Senate if the Senate foreign \ 
relations committee reported favorably 
on Senator Borah's resolution demand- ■ 
ing an investigation of religious per- 
secution in Mexico and if the Senate 
then acted favorably on the commit- 
tee's report. 

SAYS ALL FAITHS STIRRED 
Sentiment favoring action by the 
Cnited States government, he said, was 
act connned to Catholics. Baptists. 
MethodLst-s. Presbyterians, and other 
ienominations were as "siiocked by the 
ienial of Cod and the sannity of home 
?.nd property" as were catholics, he 
faid. He characterized the statement 
ihat Mexico's difficulties were of pure- 
ly internal concern a.s "merely a blind." 
Mr. Carmody. a lawyer, delivered his 
opinion of the Mexican situation to 
■ov. Curlev. but the chief executive did 
or commit himself other than by sym.- 
a:hetic demeanor. Instead he ur- 
("aneiy discussed. the narcotic traffic, the 
rate " of Amicrican education, the late 
Icharles "King" Solomon, Samuel 
Adams, and the British in India. Fly- 
•n'^ from onp subject to another W".th 
a 'graceful flow of verbiage, he soori 
had Mr. Carmody far from the original 
subiect. 

"'Mr. 'carm.odv, who was la.^t night

the state Senate. Here he merely paid 
compliment to the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and asserted that the 
worst of the depression was over.

Of all the revelations which have followed the 
Cosmos Club murder, perhaps the most amazing is 
discovery that the telephone company has been en- 
gaged in furnishing illicit, 
protected gambling houses 
with service which enabled 
them to carry on their il- 
legal business. 

The Daily Record made 
that discovery, and passed 
it on to the Governor and 
the police, with the result 
that 27 big, elaborate 
horse-race betting parlors 
were uncovered and put 
out of business. All were 
served by telephones fur- 
nished by the telephone 
company. 

The police department 
had complained often that 
they could not find the 
horse-race gambling parlors which were running full- 
blast all over the city. But the telephone company 
knew right where they were, and this was pointed out. 
Even after a conference with police and court 
officials, telephone company officials refused to expose 
the gamblers whose business they had been aiding and 
abetting. They said they could not violate their policy 
of confidential service to clients using leased wires. 
Thus the police were denied information which 
would undoubtedly have led to a series of smashing 
raids and scores of arrests. 

But the Daily Record's exposure of the telephone 
company's traffic with the gamblers, whether direct or 
indirect, resulted in withdrawal of the leased wires. 
The 27 betting rooms were abruptly cut off from infor- 
mation from the tracks, which was their stock in trade. 
The main purpose was accomplished. The bet- 
ting rooms were closed. The telephone company lost 
some profitable, if questionable, business. The police 
department lost an excuse for failure to act. 

The police department has been furnished with 
a weapon which should serve to keep the illegal bet- 
ting establishments out of Boston. Without wire 
service, the protected gamblers caimot operate. 

Police should never again complain that they can- 
not find the betting parlors. All they need to do is 
keep a check on the telephone company's records. 
Where a leased wire is put in, a visit to the premises 
should reveal the nature of the purpose to which it is 
to be put.

To those who wrote him that 
the Kaminski sentence was "a Irav- 
e.sty on justice" he replied that those 
who had sympathy for the con- 
d(.inned murderer should transfer it 
to the widow and fatherlcs,s children 
ot the prison guard whom Kaminski 
beat to death while e.sccping.

The Beacon Hill Soviet is prepar- 
ing to claim another victim Wed- 
nesday when Police Commissioner 
Joseph J. Leonard, without benefit 
of charges or specifications of any 
description, will be placed on trial 
before Governor Quijey and the ex- 
ecutive coiIft'CTno fight against re- 
moval from ofBce. 

Ordinarily these state prosecut- 
ions get their man, but this time 
Mr. Leonard's position is not nearly 
so hopeless as It might seem to be. 
Tlie Massachusetts Ogpu, headed by 
"Krylenko" Feeney, will encotmter 
some pretty stiff resistance, and if 
there is any smearing to be done 
this time, the indications are that 
It will not be restricted to the pro- 
Becution. 

It has been regarded somewhat 
as a felony for any department 
head to raise any doubt about the 
wisdom of the new dictatorship, but 
In his recent activities Mr. Curley 
has demonstrated that even he, on 
occasion, can speak and act too 
iiastlly. In this Instance the drive 
against Mr. Leonard may have been 
prematurely laimched. 

He announced publicly last Tues- 
day that he had sufHcient votes in 
the executive council to oust Mr. 
Leonard and to confirm Eugene M. 
McSweeney as his succesor, but Mr. 
Leonard sti'l .serves as police com- 
jnlssioner. Prior to that he declared 
that no councillor would dare vote 
against making Frank A. Goodwin 
registrar of motor vehicles and yet 
tliree did vote against the move. i 
It is relatively inconsequential j 
that in the last few days he back- 
ed away from his pretentious pro- 
posal for establishing a state depart- 
ment of justice under the attorney 
general and also that the "clique of 
political attorneys" against whom he 
raised a loud clamor some weeks 
ago still continues to Uquidate the 
closed state banks. 

Success Breeds Snccess 
Is his honeymoon in the Gover- 
norship Hearing an end? Success In 
thwarting him will breed success. 
Once the politician.s get him on the 
run they will be savage and relent- 
less in combating him. The vigor- 
ous opposition being voiced against 
his policies by the Republican Club 
of Massachusetts will serve to stiff- 
en the spines of the Republican 
legislators and ofBce-holders. 

The commonwealth last week was 
saddled with an additional annual 
expenditure of more than $50,0(W by 
the appointment of a corps of Dem- 
ocratic lawyers to handle the legal 
affairs connected with the liqui- 
dation of the closed banks. This 
expenditure In the past was financed 
out of the proceeds of liquidation 
end there Is considerable sympathy 
for the depositors. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the taxpayers 
are getting another cleaning and 
some political lawyers were given 
some jobs. 



The Governor has been put imder 
considerable pressure by scores of 
his supporters who are seeking Jobs. 
He has made a genuine attempt to 
find places for them but there are 
not enough jobs to go around. The 
result is that some of those m- 
securely placed by the previous 
administration will have to give way 
to the spoilsmen. Several of them 
already are on the spot and may 
go to the guillotine this week. 

The big .show of the week, how- 
ever, will be the one staged in the 
councU chamber when Mr. Feeney, 
the lord high executioner, goes after 
Mr. Leonard, who will be defended 
by Thomas C. O'Brien, the former 
district attorney. The ouster pro- 
ceedings come only two days before 
the traditional Washington's birth- 
day reception in the historic Hall 
of Flags, whither thousands wul 
come to pay their respects to the 
Governor. 

Case of Senator Madden 
It will be curious to see what hap- 
pens In the Senate when the attempt 
is made to unseat Senator William 
F. Madden of Roxbury, who is fac- 
ing a two months' sentence Inposed 
in federal court for forging ERA 
work slips. The move to deprive 
him of his seat may fall; but if it 
succeeds it probably will be a hope- 
less gesture. 

At the moment he is regarded as 
a martyr in his district. In a 
; special election he would be practi- 
I cally sure of being returned to the 
I Senate. If he is sent to Plymout,ti 
jail to serve his sentence he will not 
I be able to have his name on the 
election ballot, but he could be re- 
elected on stickers. Reports from 
his district Indicate that no Dem- 
ocrat would dare run against him. 
A .special election would have to 
be financed by the city of Boston 
and the fact that Mr. Madden 
would be returned to the Senate 
may result in the abandonment of 
the move to unseat him. 

Tlio chief speakers at the annual 
Lincoln night dinner of the Middle- 
sex Club almost invariably become 
the Republican nominees for high 
state office in the ensuing elections. 
Accordingly if history runs its true 
course Speaker Leverett Saltonstall 
and Mayor Sinclair Weeks of New- 
ton wil head the party ticket next 
year, Mr. Saltonstall for Governor 
and Mr. Weeks for the U. S. Senate. 
Mr. Week.s has not yet appeared 
In a statewide fight and it is barely 
po.ssible that inst' td of trying to go 
direct t.., iie SL. ^te he may follow 
his dl.si,' -guisK d father's footsteps 
and seek cler 'ion first to the nation- 
al House. This course would make 
him the Republican candidate next 
year against Congressman Richard

Editor Patriot Ledger: / 

The recent pronouncement of 
Governor^ Curley that he will de- 
cline to coniniisslon any individ- 
uals as JiiBtices of the peace to 
solemnize marriages is startling. 
We citizens ot Massachusetts of 
late have been amazed at the auda- 
city ot Huey Long in Ivouisiana, 
'lut here is the spirit of the dic- 
tator right at home In our own 
state. 

The right ot civil marriage has 
existed In Massachusetts tor over 
200 years, ever since the passing 
ot the early Colonial regime of re- 
ligious bigotry and church govern- 
ment. It exists in every state of 
the Union and in every civilize<l 
nation on the face of the globe. The 
statutes ot Massachusetts provide 
that persons desiring to marry 
may do so without submitting to 
any religious test or form, and the 
governor, In seeking to abolish this 
right, is going a long way out of 
bounds.

Statemeius were i.-viued Fi'iday 
night by bolh Comnii.ssioner Pierce 
and Gov. Ciirley, to clarify the situa- 
tion with respect to appoiiilment of 
the 11 special deputies in the banking 
department, named upon advice of 
qaiu-Cittley, to handle the legal end 
ofbank liquidation. Both stntemcnts 
made plain that these legal men are 
not to handle the assets and admniis- 
tration of the affairs of the closed 
banks, but are experienced attorneys 
who will displace attorneys who have 
been acting.

'Why are the companies about to 
become a little generous to the poor 
' consumer? Because, it is stated, they 
'fear the "heat" which Is about to be 
turned on them by an aroused House 
of Representatives and Senate. This 
offer to reduce rates a half million 
dollars a year, which is only a drop in 
the bucket as compared with the huge 
profits of the holding companies, may 
or may not ha'^"e the desired eHect to 
"quiet" the Legislature this year, It is 
reported. 

Many members of the House feel 
that Gov. Curley should have left the 
question of rates and utility legislation 
to the General Court. They feel that 
they could have brought about an even 
greater reduction. Several of the legis- 
lators, including Rep. Sven A. Erlck- 
son of Worcester, are to ask the Gov- 
ernor to postpone accepting the report 
of the utility companies or take any 
action on it until the bills designed to 
curb the holding companies and elim- 
inate certain meter and penalty 
charges are considered by both 
branches. 

If the utility companies come in 
with the $500,000 rate cut proposal, as 
reported, it might have the desired 
eflect to have many of the bills now 
pending tossed out the window. The 
report has it that the EdLson Com- 
pany will probably get the biggest re- 
duction, one cent a kilowatt hotir, 
while the others will simply amount to 
a "bait" to appease those complaining 
about the high rates. 

The fact that Mr. Comerford was 
delegated as representative of the util- 
ity interests to attend the Governor's 
conference and later was elevated to 
the position of president of the Edison 
Electric Illuminating Company carries 
some significance.

Bay Staters in the Capital, fami- 
liar with the patronage situation 
within the present Administration, 
were outspoken in their belief that 
the decision to call an examination 
enhanced the chances of Peter F. 
Tague considerably. 

Expired Feb. 5 
Behind this is one of the more In- 
teresting political stories of the 
present Administration, briefly this: 
WiliiatTi E. Hurley's commission 
as postmaster of Boston expired 
Feb. 5. Hurley, although regarded 
as a Republican, is a career man 
who started from the ranks, rose 
to assistant postmastership and 
achieved his present position as 
head of the Boston postal district 
only when civic organizationj

bers, hLs coun.sel is expected to '•pull 
ofT the lid" and release all of the 
facts in liis poffcsslon to the coun- 
cil.

Mr. Lawrence disclosed that the 
present road on the North aide of 
tha Canal, ■ leading between tTie 
new bridges, will be removed with 
the widenlirg of the Canal.

The prelate will be a guest at the 
home of Cardinal Hayes, 452 Mad.- 
son Avenue, until Thursday, when 
he will sail for Kome on the Italian 
liner Saturnia to report to Pope 
Pius XI as the Legate of the Pon- 
tiff to the recent National Eucha- i 
ristic Congress in Melbourne Aus- 
tralia. The Irish prelate will then 
return to Ireland. 

Cardinal MacRory arrived in San 
Francisco from Australia Jan. M 
and embarked for New York via 
the Panama Canal. Despite the 
fact that on March 19 next he will 
be 74 years old his thousands of 
miles of travel by sea seemed to 
agree with him. 

Cardinal Hayes is In the Bahama 
Islands, but he extended the hospi- 
tality of his home by cable.

Chief Arguments on the Gold Issue 

By The AMoclatcd Presii. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.-The main arguments in the 
gold cases before the Supreme Court were as follows: 

BY THE GOVERNMENT. 

The gold clauses obstruct the delegated and sovereijtn 
power of Congress to regulate the value of money, borrow 
money and regulate foreign commerce. 

Congress has power to declare against public policy and 
unenforceable any contracts which tend to obstruct its power 
over money. 

The gold clauses are contracts which interfere as directly 
with the regulation of the value of money as do monopolistic 
agreements or unreasonable rate contracts with the regulation 
of interstate commerce. 

Abrogation of the clauses does not constitute violation of 
property rights without due process or just compensation, 
Congress needing only to show its action was not arbitrary or 
capricious. 

Clau.ses should be interpreted to call for payment only of 
gold coin; to construe them as giving the holder right to de- 
mand an amount of currency equivalent to the value of gold 
would constitute a rewriting of the terms of the contracts. 

The constitutionality of the Gold Payment Suspension Act 
cannot be determined without recognizing the fact that it was 
the keystone of the administration's monetary policies and leg- 
islation. 

BY THE OPPOSITION. 

The gold clauses imply a payment in the equivalent of gold 
in the event that it is impossible to pay in gold coin. 

The Federal Government is one of enumerated powers, 
and Congress acted outside of its authority in .suspending gold 
payments. 

The Suspension Act deprives bond and note holders of 
their property without due process of law and without just 
com))ensation by impairing terms of the contracts. 

If the payment in gold is not possible, the contractual 
obligations can only be discharged by paying them in lawful 
money the equivalent of the value of gold. 

The government has borrowed money on its credit and in 
good faith and must not repudiate its promise to pay gold or 
its equivalent to holders of gold certificates or bonds.

Governor Curley has forced the police 
comnii.ssioner.

how could there possibly have been es- 
tablished a record sufficient to .show that 
Joseph J. Leonard was incompetent to 
bear the public trust which had been 
reposed in hint? The normal presump- 
tion is entirely against any such 
po,ssibility. 

It is a pity, of cour.se, tliat Mr. Leon- 
ard, facing this inju.stice, should have 
preferred to resign under fire. There 
will be many who take this as a sign 
of weaknes.s. But It is .still more a .sign 
of the; harm done to normal standards 
of American fair play by the astonishing 
procedtire followed by the governor and 
a majority of the Executive Council in 
the ca.se of the Donahue-Storey "hear- 
ings" so called. The spectacle then 
given has done its work — counsel for 
defense threatened with election; oppor- 
tunities to challenge the governor's wit- 
nesses denied; the accused officials kept 
on the stand for ,seven hours at a time 
while Mr, Peeney and Councillor Coak- 
ley "spelled" each other in asking 
questions; and a final result, in one 
case, which ordered the removal of a 
man who the Council had to admit Is 
not "in any way dishonest" and had done 
no act "for the purpose of depriving the 
city or its people of anything of value 
or for jiersonal gain." 

Against such procedure, strangely im- 
Amerlcan, it Is clear that only the most 
unusual men will be willing to stand. 
The usual man will prefer to avoid such 
linfairncss. Iji consequence, ft great 
question is raised In Massachasetts to- 
day whether any men of worth can be 
Induced hereafter to enter the service 
of the State. Moreover, a great impetus 
Is given to the demoralization of fthe 
Commonwealth's whole existing public 
service. Terror nlway.s acts as a paralyz- 
ing force. Only good faith, executive 
care, moderation and fair play can build 
a worthy State service or a Common 
wealth worth living In.

METHUEN. Feb 20— Selected as a 
site for one of the three legalized 
dog racing tracks to be licensed by 
the State Racing Commission, this 
town, which voted 306'2 to 2710 
against legalizing aog racing, gath- 
ered its forces for a fight to the finish 
against the commission's proposal.

J. Paul Keefe Ousted 

The Executive Council approved 
the ousting of J. Paul Keefe, for- 
merly campaign manager for Gov 
Ely and for Gen Charles H. Cole, 
as State Armory Commissioner, an 
$1800 a year post he was given by 
Ely in the closing days of the last 
administration.

Basis of the demand was the 
commission's action in granting 
dog- tracli permits for South Bos- 
ton, Cambridge and Methuen in 
the face of a wave of public 
protest, allegedly ignored. 

Author of the demand was Cnn-i 
rad W. Crooker, counsel for ths 
original petitioners for the pari- 
mutuel bill, who led the fi^hfc 
against confirmation of the present 
commission during- the latter days 
of the Ely administration. 

Another highlight development ini 
the case was discovery of an old 
law that may result in voiding Of 
the permits granted. 

Two city councillors from South 
Boston claimed that an old chap- 
ter of the general laws forbade 
use of any ground as a race track 
without consent of mayor, alder- 
men or selectmen. 

Court action to prevent a track 
in South Boston -will be instituted 
on the basis of it. it was indicated. 

Future in Doubt 

Upon legal decision of the point 
raised, the entire future of horse 
and dog racing in Massachusetts 
appeared to depend. 

In the face of the wave rf pro- 
tests. Genera! Charles H. Cole, rac- 
ing commission chairman, today 
.signed the permits for dog tracks 
in South Boston, Cambridge and 
Methuen which had previously 
been signed by Commissioners 
Connors and Ensign. 

This action -was predicted to re- 
sult in reorganization of the com.- 
mission before Crooker voiced his 
demand for removal of the com- 
missioners in a telegram to Gov- 
ernor Curley. 

Crooker stated that the commis- 
sion lacked the decency and civic 
spirit to hear the prot-ests of resir 
dents of the community in -which 
they intended to license tracks, 

Crooker charged that the com- 
mission will not entertain any ap- 
plications "except tho.«o arranprd 
behind closed doors/' and he .''aid 
the proof was evident in the com- 
mission's failure to grant a permit 
|to prominent men who seek to 
perate a horse track on the site 
f the Norwood airport. 

It was Crookers contention that 
ailure of the commission to grant 
lorse track licenses to responsible 
persons will leave the state without 

track — at least near Boston — this 
■ear: and that the East Bostou 
Suffolk Downs group never intend- 
!ed to operate this year. 

' Hits Methods 

Crooker disclosed that on 
-lannary 5 h(^ petitioned the gov- 
ernnr and council for the im- 
mediate rrnioval of the commiv 
sion "for inriimi)etcncy and col- 
lusive relations incompatible 
with the puliiic interest." 
He requested a public hearing a6 
that time. He wrote: 

"The manner in which the com- 
mission has conducted the dutieit 
of its office, particularly the 
star chamber methods of <le.al- 
insr with applications for horse 
and dog racing licenses without 
public hearings and regardlesK 
of public sentiment in areas to 
he ef fc( ted has naturally aroused 
widespread indignation." 
City CounciUoi-.s John E. Kerri- 
gan and George Donovan threw the 
situation into more confusion by 
ressurrecting the old general law 
providing that no race track shall-l 
be constructed without the consent 
of city or town fathers.

The commission may be forced 
to reconsider its action and the 
building of the dog tracks may ba 
indefinitely delayed.

BOSTON, Feb. 30— "A Hitler at Ms 
best" was the characterization given 
yesterday to Governor James M. Cur- 
ley by Councillor Wlnfleld A. Schus- 
ter of Douglas, referring to the Gov- 
ernor's conduct of the recent hear- 
ings before the Governor's council 
resulting in the ousting of two mem- 
bers of the Boston Finance commis- 
sion. 

An the luncheon guest epeaker of 
the Roosevelt (T. R.) club in the 
Parker House, the Republican mem- 
ber of the council branded as "un- 
constit'itlonal, unfair, unprincipled 
and un-American" the entire Curley- 
conducted proceedings which resulted 
in the removal of Joseph Joyce Dona- 
hue and Charles Moorefleld Storey 
from the Finance commission, pro- 
ceedings which Schuster fought 
against In vain. 

The councillor declared before a 
gathering of nearly 70 members and 
friends of the Roosevelt club, the 
largest luncheon turnout In the re- 
cent history of the club, that he 
had raised the question of constitu- 
tionality of the ouster proceedings 
but that he wa.s "Immediately quash- 
ed or cut out." 

"It was the greatest piece of poli- 
tical manipulation I. ever have had 
the privilege of witnessing." said 
Schuster, as the gathering applauded. 
"It set a precedent In the country. 
I never have seen such methods re- 
sorted to as were used by the gov- 
ernor. It was a Hitler at his best 
the way Governor Curley carried on 
that trial or hearing from the begin- 
ning to the end.

At the conclusion of his address, 
Schuster was honored by the passage 
of resolutions by the meeting, pre- 
sented by Robert M. Washburn, pres- 
ident. The resolutions expressed the 
club's "enthusiastic satisfaction" with 
the coimclllor, "for It was he, alone 
among the members of the Governor's 
council, who stood up against the 
high-handed procedure" In the re- 
moval of Joyce and Storey. 

Washburn Introduced the guest of 
honor with a satirical reply to Gov- 
ernor C-arley'8 recent nttajilt on the 



club as "stupid, reprehensible, de- 
ceptive and unmoral." 

"The Roosevelt club," said Wash- 
bum, "has ventured to differ with 
the governor, and so he abuses the 
club, as he always does those who 
differ with him. The governor sug- 
gests that the Roosevelt club should 
change its name. It declines to 
marry his Administration. 

"The Roosevelt club commends the 
courage and Intelligence of Councillor 
Schuster, who has opposed the gov- 
ernor, further, it believes that the 
message of the governor, extending 
the right of the police to raid, is a 
dangerous one which should be care- 
fully considered.

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A etoi-y of politics is back of the 
expected elimination of Postmaster 
Hurley as liead of the Boston postal 
district. It is told by The Associated 
Frei^ci and at the moment seems to 
favor the chance of former Con- 
gressman Peter F. Tague, who has 
Gov.

William B. Hurley's commission 
as poetmaster of Boston expired 
Feb 5. Hurlev, althougli regarded 
as a Republican, is a career man 
who sterted from the ranks, rose 
to assistant poatma^tership and 
achieved his present position as 
head of the Boston postal district 
only when civic organizations 
launched a drive to eliminate the 
Boston postmastership from poli- 
tics. ,„, 
Hurlev, as postmaster, succeeded 
in maintaining the friende^hip of 
Democrats in Cousiess to such an 
extent that Senator Waish oi 
Massachusetts was almost an open 
advocate of his retention. 

However, into the picture came 
Gov. Curley or Massachusetts, ad- 
vosgWiffg appointment of Peter F. 
Tague, a former member of Con- 
gress, who was well acquainted 
with the President when the latte-r 
was assistant .secretary of the navy 
during th- World war days. At one 
time, Tague's appointment ap- 
peared a'--3ured. Sutxiequently Sen- 
ator Walsh wa^ summoned to the 
White House for a conference on 
state patronage and other matters, 
and imm.ediately thereafter Tague s 
stock took a decided slump m the 
prediction of the politicians. 
1 Even more recently word leakea 
lout that Connelly, another career 
man but a Democrat, had been sug- 
gested as a possible compromise 
candidate.

In sub- 
mitting their applications the app - 
cants supply data as to their qualf- 
ftca.tlons. endoi-eement and P'revious 
record which, subject to a brief In- 
vestigation by the post office de- 
partment determines their rating 
for the office.

Workers have good reason to look askance 
at the proposal. It would throw the system 
open to political infiuenccs, with collusion be- 
tween public and private agents to the preju- j 
fiiee of disinterested investigations. Justice, 
not "pull," should be the objective in adminis- 
tering such a system. Wherever a state mo- 
nopoly has been created in this connection, in- 
surance rates and co.=t have soared, and the 
burden has fallen upon taxpayers. 

Sinft the workmen's compensation rl^u wa.= 
launched in variou.s States much "las been done 
to enlarge the scope of benefits, particularly by 
extending the plan to cover diseases more or 
less related to employment hazards.

Received "With Pleasure" 

The commissioner's resignation 
was accepted as of Feb. 2.3 by the 
Governor, who commented he re- 
ceived it "with ploas\ire," and that 
it "eimplified the proceisH of plac- 
ing the Boston police department 
on a law-enforcing basis that will 
mark an end of the underworld 
alliance that developed under Mr. 
Leonard's predecessor."
